| A process has been discovered in 
| England for the mafufacture of arti- 
| fitial milk for human consuimption,. 
| It is claimed that a wholesome and 
made 
' from’ peanuts, soya beans, sugar, wa 
jter, and the mineral salt found in 
(milk. The milk so produced, is | 
stated, may be condensed and sold | 
in’ tins in the usual way or dried to 
a powder and sold in pottles. It may 
be given «a certain percentage of 
cream by the addition of cocoanut or 
one of the other tastcless nut fats. 
The residual meals, rejected after the 
special factors required have been 
taken from them, are mixed, dried 
until they contain only ten per cent. 
of water, and used as fooct fpr cattle.

should be very carefully advised. in 
the matter, °- : : 

Hon: Valentine Winkler, minister 
of agriculture, doubts if 200,000, 
acres of-arable land could be secured 
in the west. In‘ Manitoba. there’ are 
22,000,000 acres of arrable land not 
cultivated, but he cannot see that the 
other provinces, will. provide nine 
times that amount. He. thinks. that 
the plan is a splendid one, but urges 
that. settlers should be placed. on 
land adjoining railways if they were 
going’ to make a success of farming. 

“The imperial authoritics would be 


well advised to get the land close in,” |b 


remarked Mr. Winkler, “thus afford- 
ing the settlers: community - interest 
‘and giving them every convenience. 
If the, scheme is to be a success the 
tle must be made happy. It will 
mean a tremendous ‘thing for Cana- 
da if the scheme is carsied into effect, 
and there is: no reason why it should 
not. But careful investigation into 
the situation must first: be~made.” 
R. McKenzie, , secretary of the 
‘Canadian Council of Agriculture,.. is 
also waiting further details. “I think 
some. such scheme could be carried 
out,” he said, “but I doubt if there is 
that much arable land. There are 
surveyed 
land. in the three prairie. provinces, 
(Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta). Of this 50,000,000 acres have 
been given to homesteaders, and the 
large amount given. to the Hudson’s 
Bay company, the _ railways, and 
school lands only leave 25,000,000 of 
surveyed territory still in the control 
of the government. Almost all the 
balance is owned by private interests, 
ary wey companies, outside holders 
of Jand, and speculators ‘will be very 
happy to promote a proposition of 
this kind. There is, of course, .200,- 
000,000 acres of land available, but 
I doubt if it can all be bought under 
cultivation. If the s¢heme material- 
izes it will be a-great boon to those 
who are holding the land. I, would 
urge that the question be given very 
thorough consideration.”—Winnipeg 
Press.

I 
state on the authority of one of the 
well informed Vorwaerts editors that 
during the last nine moaths< more 
than 100,000 Gernian women and 
children have been thus’ sent out of 
the country in order’to save them 
from sure starvation. Within the 
next three months this number -will 
surely be doubled. The ‘neutral coun- 
tries bordering Gobianiy” are already 
feeling the shortagexof food to their 
own people as a result of this wholé 
sale’-emigration of women and child- 
ren from Germany, The German gov- 
ernment is in full.approval of this 
course, They are even ercouragi 
it systematically.

Philadelphia for about | one-half 
cent per quart, It retails at 10 or 12 
cents, and eyen more for some, 
brands. ‘Suppose the freight rates on 
milk were cut‘in half, is it likely the 
reduction of a quarter of a.cent per 
quart would. be reflected by. any 
change in the retail price? So, too, 
in .the case of fruit, the hight cost 
of living does not depend on freight 
rates.

Each achieventent seems to be the 
supreme marvel until the next: one is 
considered, but the greatest wealth 
of Britain after all was in her nation-: 
al spirit. The British lion was re- 
garded as a mere bag of trade and a 
whelp of the seas before the war be- 
gan. .The Prussians could :calculate 
upon the wealth.of Britain in gold, 
take’toll of her guns and her ‘men. 
Outside of her wealth and her navy 
she was considered of no _ account. 
There was no.way'by which. the 
could calculate upon: the soul whic 
has been waked by the’war, the News 
Bureau says: “It is fighting. mad to- 
day and’ getting madder every min- 
ute.’ The stigma and insults to cre- 
dit and honor from Washington only 
increase the resolve of her people and 
their faith in the invincibility of the 
righteous cause. For this’ they are 
willing to pledge everything in sacri- 
fice for justice upon the altar of their 
battle fires.

- Then 
Germany loomed as her rival, and by 
means of government bounties, cheap 
er labor and English free trade she 
finally put many an English industry 
out of business, and only in the man- 
ufacture of her great naval guns did 
England retain her old supremacy. 
But the foundations, in metal -work- 


‘fers and the old factories in this busi- 


ness ‘had not wholly disappeared 
when the war storm burst, and it 
was upon these almost forgotten 
foundations that British spirit and 
British wealth reared anew her old 
metal industries and transformed 
them into munition plants. This is 
not, as the writer says, a fight be- 
tween armies; it is a struggle be- 
tween nations, and in England every 
man, woman and child is devoted to 
only, one object, the winning of the 
war. “ ; : 
The writer calls attention to — the 
fact that tltie-is not mercly a strug- 
gle between the finance, the metal 
and the soldiers of two rival groups. 
It is also a struggle for economic ‘ex- 
istence.in order that the fighting for- 
ces may be increased..

Conferénce on Rural Life Hears 
, Some Disquieting Information 


Ontario will soon, need. new set- 
tlers on the land if the exit from the 
farms and villages continues at the 
present rate. Rev. J. A. Bell of Lau- 
rel, Ont., in addressing the third an- 
nual Conference on Rural Life and 
Work, held at Guelph recently, stat- 
ed that within the boundarics of his 
own parish there are 54 vacant homes 
which 25 years ago were secured by 
large families. He declared that the 
villages were being deserted. Village 
craft was decaying, blacksmiths and 
other wlege tradesmen were passin 
away, and the deserted blacksmith 


shop is a too common feature in vil- / 


lage life. The population of Duffer- 
in county had decreased 3,047 in re- 
cent years ewing:to the exodus fronr 
the rifral communities. 

Mr. Bell thought, the problem 
largely an economical one,*: due to 
small returns, bad roads, the lure of 
the city, antl the lure of the West. 
There was a lack of business meth- 
ods and of credit. He thought it 
time farmers had a banking system 
of-their own. The Church had an 
important duty not:only to fit men 
for heaven, but to make earth fit for 
men. Rural ministers should : have 
the socigl vision; a course in. agri- 
culture would. fit them ‘better, for 
their ministry.
